And also, thp summer 
vacation, the regular " hoaoe giung" 
at deaiifnated periwls, and the 
usijhI other holidays and recesses, 
»t«»'rrgat« at least a third of »h<> year 
spent with the fami! 

At first ti.ought, ii iiifi^ Mci-iii 
cold-blooded aud cruel to advocate 
the sepsrationof deaf children from 
th.'ir parents and the placing of 
them in institutions, t>ut it is really 
H kindness to l)oth the children and 
the parents which e%' " tirinf^s 

to all of them a saii n and a 

jr,y III, it III lierwiiie would tiever be 
exficrienced; for what pareni.M 
would not rejoice when their hither- 
to pitiable and helpless child is re- 
turned to them with a countenance 
shining with the light of intelli- 
goDce; and what hoy or girl does 
not find satisfaction In t)eing help- 
ful, intelligent and capable ? 

It has often l>een nniid that the 
ties of affection tietweeu parent 
and chilli are broken or weak.-ned 
by being »enf to institutions. 

Bat that is a false fctatement. 
The ties of ^affection are never sun- 
dered, l)Ut are Htrengthened by In- 
stitution life. It is only truth to 
ay«i rt that real aflP-ction is not felt 
)>y any child until his intelligence 
has t»een developed. If is then, for 
rh« first time that he realizes tlie 
true meaning of parental love. 
What before was to him the selfif^h 
gratification of his childish inntin(-tg, 
becomes a aacred and dearly- prize<l 
eoarce of happiness, which heal way* 
strives to merit and is ever ashamed 
to betray.

The classic age of signs is in the 
past, and the art is rapidly b«>ing 
lo.st. Here and there can be found 
a proficiccnt, but he is white-haired, 
and stands upon the verge of re- 
tirement, and the younger members 
of the i)r()fession look ujion his j»er- 
formanees charmed, ainusetl, dis- 
gusted. Teachers wlio have entered 
the work within the past lifteen 
years have scarely seen real sign- 
making. They have had no op- 
portunity, i)erhaps no occasion, to 
acquire skill in the art. In the use 
of the more ie<'ent and superior 
methods, signs 8(>rv(^ no good piir- 
I)ose, iind heiuie- no one feels the call 
lo give them consideration. 

Rut the fact that in the improve- 
ment of machineiy certain tools 
have been laid aside, does not prove 
that in their day those were not 
heli)ful. 

I have noticed recently calcula- 
tions as lo the iiumbei of words 
that could b(^ signed, the (^xlent of 
the Hign-makci's repertoire, and 
what could of could not b? express- 
ed by signs. The fad Is, that real 
sign-making has nothing to do with 
words. The sign-maker hiniself 
does not think of woids any more 
tli(^ painter does. He is limited 
only by his ideas. 'I'he ideas ho 
expresses may be also expressed In 
w(U'ds, and he will ju-obably have 
as much difliculty in doing Ihat as 
any one else. Any consideration of 
words hamper him. He deals with 
ideas. An ordinary workman 
can make what he has llio palterns 
and tools for in his shop. The 
genius can make whatever he can 
conceive. 

Signs are the setting forth of 
ideas, and here is the sulistanlial 
objection to the use of signs in the 
instruclieii of the deal. No one 
c.in help admiring the grace and 
elegance of well-made signs, nor 
feeling the force of them. Hut 
when he finds that they do not aid 
but rather hinder his pujiils iiuac- 
quiring the use of wonis, that they 
are graceful, expressive and all 
that, goes for nothing,- -he is forced 
to disuse them. lUit that does 
not bear agaiiisl the adequacy of 
signs to <'xpress ideas. That you 
<'annot write a letter with an artist's 
brush is nothing against the hrnsli; 
only, if you mean to write a letter, 
I should not advise you to take it, 
but-Je-ive it till you want lo ])aini 
a pictiir<>, and you will find noth- 
ing quite so lit. 

Signs properly made are as ex- 
pressive as actions, and have as 
miK'li more force with a child as tlie 
sight of an action has over the vei- 
lial description of it. No one who 
(>ver saw either of llie Peets — es- 
l)eeially the elder, or the (billau- 
dels, or t'lerc, or Gainage, or any 
one of the "old set" of teachers of 
the deaf in this country, can ques- 
tion the possibility of expie.ssinjf 
ade(iUMtely and foniibly by signs 
any fact in science or religion, or 
any iilea the niin<l is capable of 
conceiving. I have often noticed 
in cases of interprelalion of dis- 
eouiseslhe expression improveil or 
reinforced in the translation, lh(> 
observer gelling a clearei idea of 
the matter than the listeniir. — D 
ill sairiif ffoosier,
